EXPERIMENTING WITH 
WEED DESTROVERS 


| ADVISORY BOARD: HOLDS MTG. 


IN EDMONTON 
RECENTLY 
A review of 'the past year’s activ- 
ities of the Board was presented by 
| Mr. W..J. Stephen at a meeting of the 
Alberta advisory weed. board held in 
Edmonton recenitly and.in ae discus- 
‘sion. which followed plans were laid, 


' for the continued work of the Board 


during 1930. 

It was decided that the campaign 
known as ‘Weed Week” carried on 
last season might be put on at the 
same time as “Better Seed Week” 
in the spring of 1930. The’ Board al- 

80 recommended that a Weed Inspec- 
tor's Course be held again at the Uni- 
verity early in 1930. 

The suggestion was adopted that a 
: number of field supervisors be engag- 
ed for a period of six weeks commenc 


ling early in January next to hold 


weed meetings ponytail tg the prov- 
ince. 

A number of amendments in exist- 
ing weed legislation were considered 
‘ and wil} be passed on to the Govern- 

ment as recommendations from the 
Board. 

A comprehensive report was pre- 
sented by W. J. Smith who, under the 
supervision of Mr. W. J. Stephen, has 
ee in charge of an exhaustive ser- 

es of experiments for the Department 
ai were conducted at various: point 
in the province the past season to de- 
Lermine the effectiveness of a number 
of the chemical weed killers which 
have been placed on the market. Af- 
ter this report and as a result of their 
own experiences along this line, the 
members of the Board unanimously 
adopted the following resolution 
which may be considered the official 
statemenit of the Department of Agri 
culture on this question: 

“Be it resolved that we as mem- 
bers of the Alberta Advisory Weed 
Board afiter reviewing the series of 
experiments conducted during the 
past season by the Department of 
Agriculture go on record as being 
of the opinion that certain chemicals 
which ‘are now on the market in this 
province have a definite value as a 
control measure in checking the 
spread of noxious weeds. 

We are further of the opinion that, 
so far as can be determined by these 
experiments those chemicals which 
contain chlorates as the active prin 
ciple is one of the sulphates, nitrates 
or chiorides. We feel that the use of 
Chemicals containing chlorates can be 
recommended as a control measure 
on patches of perennial weeds where 
cultivation is difficult or on patches 
found on ditch banks, around lakes, 
on road allowances, and in general 
on waste places where cultivation is 
impossible. We are of the opinion how 
ever that where thorough cultivation 
can be carried out the use of chem- 
ical weed destroyer is more expensive 
and less effective’ ' 

The National Research Council of 
Canada has agreed to undertake the 
direction of experimental work in con 
nection with the whole matter of 
Chemical Weed Destroyers The De- 
partment is informed that negotiat 
ions are now under way between the 
National Research Council and var- 
ious Agricultunal Experimental Stat 
icns throughout Canada with a view 
to arranging a comprehensive set of 
experimenits to be comducted by these 
various stations. The Department has 
therefore decided to await the re- 
sudtis of these experiments and the

During the past five 
years however, he has been farming 
on his property which was formerly

Andy at Ottawa
